The G -m en , in c o m p lete ch arge of 
the case, a lso kept clear a sp ecial te le ­ 
phone lin e into Dr. M attsoi a hom e, so 
the p h y sicia n ’s ordinary c a lls w ould 
not in terfere with a n y attem pt by the 
d esp era d o to phone th e home. 
And in add ition every o n e concerned 
with the in v estig a tio n scan n ed clo sely 
the S ea ttle n ew sp a p ers, for the ran ­ 
som note said that through the c la s s i­ 
fied ad co lu m n s of o n e of th ese papers, 
Dr. Mattson first w ou ld hear from the 
kidnapper, a p ro m ise so far not fu l­ 
filled.
